Omens, morcover, 
afford to many © means of ex- 
plaining the trivial as well as 
the important affairs’ of every- 
day life, but, unfortunately, like 
other occult pursuits, to become 
over-engrossed in them, rather 
adds to. the burden.of human 
misery without any compens- 
ating amount, of good.

MULE Chinese, however, like the 

various nomadic‘ bands of 
gypsies in England and ‘the Con- 
tinent, seem to have made the 
interpretation of omens a special 
study, and affirm that they can 
prognosticate the fiture with 
the minimum chances of error. 
In view of such a statement, it 
is interesting to consider briefly 
some of the more commonly ac- 
cepted omens amongst the 
masses of the Chinese people, 
and to discuss their real. signi- 
ficance. Natura] phenomena, of 
course, provide the greatest 
number of omens, but the Chi- 
nese, even more than our own 
superstitious folk, attach much 
importance to birds, animals, 
and insects «as: harbingers of 
either good or evil.
